SOUTH AUSTRALIAN BUILDING STATISTICS, 1956 
Bulletin No. 5 of 1957+ 


The Statistical Department collects information concerning Building operations 
from two sources - (1) Local Government Bodies and (2) Builders. 


Since 1911, particulers of permits granted have been collected from Corporations 
and District Councils, and authorizations from Government Departments, for the 
erection of houses and other buildings, alterations and additions. Permits include 
Housing Trust operations. 


From 1945, returns have been cbtained from building contractors and from 
home builders showing the number of buildings completed each quarter and the number 
still under construction. Information relating to buildings completed can be 
segregated into local government districts. 


This information is summarised in Tables A and B of this bulletin, a brief 
description of which follows: 


Table A. 

This table shows local government permits and authorizations for dwellings 
according to districts for the years 1954, 1955 and 1956, and for the same year's 
completions summarised from builders' returns. Attention is directed to the 
explanatory notes on the return. 


It is not always possible to reconcile permits with commencements and/or 
completions because: 


ts} permits are often obtained a considerable time before commencement. 

b) permits are not required in some country districts and only for 
portions of some others, and 

(ce) ocecasionally, buildings are not commenced even though permits have 
been obtained. 


Completions are shown also in Table A under local government districts in 
metropolitan and country areas. These relate to dwelling unite only and 
completions of building operations are shown in greater detail in Table B, 


Table B. 

fhis table shows details of the different types of buildings commenced, 
completed and in course of construction for the whole state. Buildings completed 
are shown for years ended December since 1951 and for December quarters for the 
years 1954, 1955 and 1956. For the same years, page 2 gives details of commencements 
during-the December quarter, total commencements for the year and buildings under 
construction at the end of the year. 


fhe number of tradesmen working on jobs in December is divided under the 
main occupations and totals are shown for previous years. 


Permits. 
Further information not contained in Table A relating to permits follows: 


Permits in the metropolitan area during the year 1956 (1955 in parenthesis) 
were granted for 4,965 (6,224) dwellings, including 278 (57) homes in 38 (15) 
flats and 344 (860) homes in 142 (416) maisonettes etc. Other New Buildings 
totalled 591 (708) and Alterations and Additions 11,273 (11,170). Permits were 
also granted for 34 a old houses to be converted into 77 (65) flats, resulting 
in an inorease of 43(39) homes ~ these are not counted as new buildings but 
as alterations. 


The total value of permits and authorizations for all new buildihgs and 
alterations in the metropolitan area was estimated at £27,123,950 (&35,599,769(. 
The value of New Private Dwellings was £15,148,046 (£18,016,816); other New 
Buildings £5,530,975 (&7,068,659); Alterations etc. £4,324,059 (£3,802,631) 
and Government Buildings £2,120,870 (&6,711,663). 


Permits and authorizations for dwellings in Country areas totalled 2,630 
(2,653) and the value of all building operations £14,062,413 (&10,387,838). 


The total number of permits for dwellings for the Whole State was 7,595

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(8,878) and the total value for all building operations £41,156, 363 (£45,987 ,607)
